H e then secured emp loy ment as 
a conductor on the Oregon Short 
Line, out in Idaho, but for some 
time p ast had been braking on the 
Southern Pacific, with a run be­ 
tween El Paso, Tex as, and Tucson, 
Arizona. 
His widow and four children re­ 
side at 615 Lafay ette av enue, this 
city , the oldest.

A t a sp ecial meeting of the di­ 
rectors of the Sedalia Public (Free) 
Library , last night, 
Mr. D. H. 
Smith laid before the board a let­ 
ter trom A ndrew Carnegie, 
the 
iron and steel king, who is a mil­ 
lionaire sev eral times ov er, 
sub­ 
mitting a p rop osition to erect a 
$50,000 library building in Seda­ 
lia. 
The only conditions imp osed 
are that Sedalia shall furnish the 
site and a guarantee that not less 
than $4,000 will be ap p rop riated 
annually for the maintenance of 
the institution. 
Last July there was talk that the 
county court would require the li­ 
brary to v acate the basement of the 
court house and seek new quarters. 
Mr. Smith, who has p robably done 
more than any other Sedalian to 
giv e the city a free library , at once 
addressed a letter to Mr. Carnegie, 
who has endowed a number of 
libraries throughout the country , 
and asked hhs assistance in behalf 
of the Sedalia institution. 
In the many y ears that he has 
been in business in Sedalia Mr. 
vSmith has p urchased hundreds of 
thousands of dollars’ worth of iron 
and steel of the Carnegie p eop le, 
many of whom he is p ersonally ac­ 
quainted with, and he gav e these 
gentlemen as reference as to his 
standing in the busiuess worlcf. 
Mr. Carnegie was in Europ e at 
the time, but Mr. Sm ith’s letter 
was forwarded, and last Saturday 
the following rep ly was receiv ed : 
“ Telegrams, Clashm ore; station, 
Bonar Bridge. 
October 28 , 18 9 9 . 
Skibo Castle, 
Ardgay . N. B.— 
D. H. Smith, esq., Sedalia, Mo. 
— D e ar S i r : Yours of the 2d of 
August to New York just receiv ed. 
If Sedalia will agree to p rov ide a 
suitable site and sp end $4,cx )o p er 
y ear up on the maintenance of a 
library , Mr„ Carnegie will p rov ide 
$50,000 for a library building. 
“ Very resp ectfully >ours, 
“ J am e s B ut r am , 
“ P. Sec’y .” 
Mr. Smith kep t his own counsel. 
He asked Dr. Fuller, p resident, to 
call a meeting of the board for 
Monday night, as he had an im­ 
p ortant matter to lay before- the 
directors, but as to its ex act nature 
he was noncommittal, not giv ing 
ev en an intimation to his daugh­ 
ter, M i s s Gertrude, who is a mem­ 
ber of the libraiy board. 
Of course the members of the 
board were elated when the p rop o­ 
sition was laid before them, and 
they feel confident there will be no 
trouble in comp ly ing with the con­ 
ditions required by M". Carnegie. 
The matter of location is some­ 
thing that will come up later. 
A t p resent the library has about 
$2,500 p er annum for its mainte­ 
nance, but this can easily be in­ 
creased to $4,000 at a sp ecial elec­ 
tion to be held nex t sp ring. 
Not 
one p enny of additional tax need 
be lev ied, but the city will be au­ 
thorized by a v ote of its p eop le to 
increase the library ap p rop riation 
from $2,500 to $4,000 p er annum, 
and when this is done Mr. Carne­ 
gie will furnish $50,000 for the 
erection of the library building.

RU SSIA N CARAVAN TEA 


Brought Across t he St eppes of Siberia 
on Sledges. 


A large part of the tea wd iich comes 
from Cliin a in to Furope is brought 
across the steppes of Siberia by car­ 
avan s of sled ges, which have for their 
d estin ation on e of the eastern town s 
of Russia. Altiiough the caravan s re­ 
quire at least a year to cross the vast 
exten t of Siberia, this uiethod of im­ 
portation is the most econ omical, on 
accoun t of the very heavy d u ty which 
is laid u])on tea broiigjit in to an y of 
the Rfissiaii sea ports. 
These cara­ 
van s are usually mad e n p of 50 to 70 
sled ges, an d sometimes a caravan is 
seen which con tain s 200 or even 300. 
Fach of the sled ges carries 
on 
an 
average five hales of tea, packed in 
cow's skin an d weighin g from 50 to 
80 kilagrammes each. 
The sled s are 
d ra w 11 by a s i n g 1 e b 0 rs e a 11 d a re un it e d 
in groups of live or six u n d er on e 
d river. 
Fach sled carries in the rear 
a hn n d le of hay an d a (pian tity of 
oats, which serves as a supply for the 
horse of the sled followin g. 
To pro­ 
vid e for the iir.-t horse, the ord er of 
the sled ges is chan ged from lime to 
time. 
The caravan s make halls of 
three or four hours in the villages,

In an old orchard situated upon 
a neglected farm in Meade county, 
K y ., near’the Ohio river, is a lone­ 
ly grave, marked by a plain slab of 
limestone rock, without inscription 
or lettering of any kind. 
It is not 
generally known that this grave 
contains the remains of a 
fistic 
champion who was a celebrity in 
two worlds thirty years ago. 
Thirty years ago Aaron Jones 
came to Am erica as a fistic cham­ 
pion of England, and was not here 
long before he wore the champion’s 
belt of England and America, 
Some time during the seventies 
he met Mike McCoole, who pos 
sessed brutal strength surpassing 
that of Tom Sharkey. 
McCoole 
was a deckhand on a steamboat 
and it is said that he could knock 
a mule down by striking it on the 
head with his fist. 
A fight was arranged between 
Aaron Jones and McCoole at 
point near Cincinnati. 
McCoole 
depended on brute strength, while 
Jones tried to adhere to prize ring 
rules and scientific fighting.

Ostrander’s landing the sound of 
her 
hoarse 
whistle 
reverberated 
over the Meade county hills ; she ^ ^ 
landed, the stage plank was shoved j | 
out, 
and 
Aaron 
Jones 
stepped' 
ashore. 
Mrs. Ostrander went from the 
residence down to the landing, and 
her husband directed her to care 
for Jones as long as he lived. 
He 
then tapped the bells, and the boat 
pulled out for Louisville. 
Jones, ow ing to his 
new 
and 
pleasant surroundings, seemed for 
a time to recuperate, but he was a 
physical wreck, and in about three 
months 
Mrs. 
Ostrander 
heard 
something fall heavily on the floor 
upstairs, and hurrying up the steps 
she found Aaron Jones lying dead 
on the floor. 
H e was buried un­ 
der an apple tree on Ostrander’s 
farm far aw ay from any one who 
had ever known him.

Lansdale and brave Knsi.gn ilon- 
aghan hv some means or other got 
left behind. They were probably lost 
siglit of in the trees or the long grass 
of the plantation. For a time a sailor 
was with them, but his ammunition 
was exliausted, and Lansdale, now 
badlv wounded, asked his comrades 
to save themselves. 
The sailor went, 
but Monaghan refused to budge, and 
continucd^o help along his supermr 
officer whose leg was shattered. Ih e 
rest is soon told. 
They found his 
body ne.vt day, not far from Lans- 
dale^’s. 
Both had their heads cut off. 
Between the two lay a dead Mataafa 
warrior. 
Two other dead men lay 
near; and Lansdale, in addition to his 
sliattercd leg, had now 
a 
bullet 
through his heart. 
It was easy to 
read the story. 
The brave young en­ 
sign, surrounded by the rebels, fought 
till the last, and not till his comrade 
was shot dead did he think of retreat. 
And I have no manner of doubt that 
it was his rifle or revolver that had 
accounted for the three Samoans wlio 
lay near. 
The American navy lost 
two brave officers, but the American 
nation is the richer for a story that 
will live in history.— Malcolm Ross, 
in Harper’s Weekly.
